Troops Fire on Demonstrators 
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84 Reported Killed in Day 
Of Pakistan Political Riots 


ISLAMABAD, Pakistan, April 
22) «6(AP).—Thirty-four persons 
were reported killed today in the 
worst day in six weeks of political 
violence in Pakistan. Most were 
Killed when soldiers fired on anti- 
government marchers in Karachi, 

The new clashes took place af- 
ter the government of Prime 
Minister Zulfikar ΔῊ Bhutto im- 
posed martial law on Pakistan's 
four largest cities —- Karachi, 
Hyderabad, Lehore and Lyallpur 
in an effort to quell demon- 
strations, 

Unofficial reports said that 22 
persons were killed and 200 
wounded in the Karachi clash. 
The government said that 5 were 
kiWed and 13 injured. 

The Pakistan National Alliance, 
ἃ coalition of nine opposition 
parties, has staged huge street 
demonsirations almost daily 
since the March 7 national elec- 
tlons, charging that Mr. Bhutto's 
rulmg Pakistan People’s party 
retained its parliamentary ma- 
jority through electoral fraud. 

Compromise Rejected 

The opposition has demanded 
that Mr, Bhutto resign, the Wa- 
tional Assembly be dissolved and 
new elections be held’ The PNA 
bas rejected Mr. Bhutto's at- 
tempts to reach a political com- 
promise. 

More than [00 persons have 
been killed in street battles be- 
tween rival political groups and 
between demonstrators and se- 
curity forces, 

‘Workers in most major cities, 
except the four under martial 
law, were reported observing a 
general strike called by the PNA. 

The four cities were placed 
under strict curfew and all polit- 
ical demonstrations were banned. 
The violence in Karachi report- 
eciy “broke out during a four- 
hour period this afternoon when 
the population was allowed in 
the streets to shop or atterd 
Moslem services, 

Reports from Karachi said that 
after a service in a mosque, a 
large crowd gathered and began 
marching toward the Teen Hatti 
Bridge, where army troops took 
up positions and ordered the 
marchers to disperse.

Britain and U.S. Complete Strategy 
To Obtain Black Rule in Rhodesia 


By Bemard D. Nossiter 


LONDON, April 22 CWP).—US. 
and British diplomats have agreed 
on 2 new Set of tactics aimed at 
ending the suerrilla war and 
achieving black-majority rule in 
Rhodesia, it was learned today. 

The plan calls for the close 
involvement of the United States 
in every negotiating step. there- 
by exploiting what a British dip- 
lomat called Washineton's “po- 
litical clout” with both black and 
white leaders in southern Africa. 

Other major steps in the plan, 
largely the handiwork of British 
Foreign Secretary David Owen, 
are: 

@ Abandoning plans for a tran- 
sition government and moving 
directly to a conference that will 
write a constitution establishing 
majority rule. Disagreements be- 
tween black nationalists and 
Rhodesia's white Prime Minister, 
Tan Smith, over control of a 
Proposed transition government 
wrecked the Geneva conference 
on the country’s future. 

® Secking agreement on cen- 
tral points of the constitution 
through separate, bilateral talks 
with rival black and white leac~- 
ers before any conference is held. 
The conference would delineate 
the powers of the new state, 
determine who will get the vote

Amin Ready to Aid Mobutu 


Zaire Retracts Earlier Report 
That Town Had Been Retaken 


KINSHASA, Zaire, Aprit 25 
(COPD --A government spokesmen 
late today denied official radio 
reports that Zairian forces had 
retaken the town of Kapanga, 
captured by invaders who cross- 
ed the Angolan border six weeks 
ago. 

“Government troops do not yet 
occupy EKapanga-” the spokesman 
said, only hours efter Kinshasa 
radio claimed that the border 
town had been taken in ὦ widen- 
ing two-pronged loyalist offen- 
sive. 

The spokesman said that the 
position of pro-government forces. 
backed by Moroccan troops and 
native Pygmy warriors, was still 
short of Eapanga and the scc- 
ond invader stronghold of Mut- 
shatshe. as reported by officiais 
yesterdey. 

“I confirm that yesterday's 
Position is the same as today,” 
he said. 

Yesterday's reporis said that 
the loyalist forces, centered in 
the copper mining town of Eol- 
wezi, had launched a “general 
offensive” against the fleecing In- 
only to 
defuse “large quantities of mines” 
and to seize what Zaire claimed 
were Soviel-made weapons. 


Amin Ready to Help 


Meanwhile, Ugandan President 
Idi Amin arrived in Kinshasa 
and announced readiness to send 
troops to help Zairian President 
Mobuiu Sese Seko against the 
invaders. 

“If President Mobutu wants 
me to assist him in crushing 


some invader, I'm ready to send 
him troops. If there is need, 
we are ready to come to Zaire’s 
help militarily,” Marshal Amin 
told reporters. 

Marshal Amin retumed to 
Kampala tonight. 

There has been no indepen- 
dent confirmation of the gav- 
ernment, reports on the four-day- 
old offensive against the in-~ 
vaders, nor of persistent Zairian 
charges that the invasion was 
led by Cubav and Angolan troops 
armed by Moscow.

MOSCOW, April 22 CUPT).— 
The Soviet press charged today 
that those nations which have 
intervened in the Zairian conflict 
harbor far-reaching plans to ex- 
Pand military operations to 
neighboring countries, including 
Angola. 

The Soviet Commumist party 
daily Pravda, in a commentery 
by Yuri Zhukov, said, “World 
opinion is ever more anxiously 
watching how the dangerous fire 
is flaming up in Zaire. Dispatches 
are coming in daily reporting ex- 
pansion of outside military in- 
tervention into a strictly internal 
conflict in that country, 

“Apprehensions are not con- 
cealed in Africa that the orza- 
muzers of this cperation are har- 
boring far-reaching plans de- 
Signed, not only to suppress the 
uprising in Zaire, but also to con- 
duct military operations acainst 
south African states borderins 
on Zaire—firsi and foremost 
against Angola,” the Pravda arti- 
cle said. 


Peres Takes Over as Acting Israeli Premier 


TEL AVIV, April 22 (Renters). 
Defense Minister Shimon Peres 
took over today as Israel's acting 
Prime Minister from Yitzhak 
Rabin, who stepped down follow- 
ing a scandal over illegal bank 
accounts, 


The two men conferred before 
Mr. Ravin’s departure oft ἃ leave 
of absence which will last until 
after Israel's general elections 
May 17. 

Mr. Rabin remains the nominal 
Prime Minister because Israeli 
Jaw forbids a Cabinet minister 
from resigning from a caretaker 
government. But the affairs of 
state are now effectively under 
the cantro[ of Mr. Peres, who also 
will be the ruling Labor party's 
candidate for prime minister in 
the May clection. 

Despite earlier predictions, 
Labor's chences to retaim power 
look yeasonably good, according 


to two public opinion polls 
Published today. 

One poll said that Labor would 
fet 40 per cent of the rote next 
month while the other gave it 
35 per cent. The percentages 
would translate respectively as 
48 and 42 seats in the Knesset if 
they reflected true voting inten- 
tions among Israelis. 

While both figures are less 
than the 50 seats which Labor 
now holds in the 120-seat Knes- 
set, they indicate that Labor 
would remain the country’s largest 
single political faction. 

The party which geis the 
highest percentage at the polls 
is asked to form the new goy- 
ernment. under Israeli law, it is 
widely expected that after the 
election Labor will try to gain 
2 parliamentary majority by 
making alliances with the new 
Democratic Movement fer Change 


party as well as With smail 


᾿ parties. 


Mr. Rabin seems assured of a 
seat in the Knesset which will 
allow him to make ἃ bid for a 
political comeback sonietime in 
the future. as aides have indicat- 
ed he would like to do. 

He stepped down both from hig 
government post and that of 
Labor leader over bank ac- 
eounts whieh he and his wife 
maintained Wegally in the United 
States. Israclis are nob alowed 
to have such accounts and the

There is no doubt, it 
is said, that the guerrillas will 
eventually triumph, but their 
victory is expected only after a 
prolonzed engagement that could 
Isst five more years. By then 
Ar. Mugabe and Mr. NEomo mar 
have been supplanted by genuine 
guerrilla leaders from the busi. 
So, it is thought, both could be 
persuaded that they have an m- 
terest in taking part in a consti- 
tutional—as opposed to purely 
military—solution.

Tue pratest action by Chine: 
Charcé dWaAflairces Wang Ci 
ching apparently signaled a τ 
turn to the cold relations between 
the two countries that prevailed 
until the death of Mea Tse-tung 
last September. 

The Eremlin meeting was held 
to mark the birthday of Lenin. 
founder of the Soviet state. 

Last November, Mr. Wang re- 
mained seated during a milder 
Eremlin speech referring to the 
Soviet view of China. That was 
the first time since 1970 that 
the Chinese had not walked out 
in such ἃ situation, 

Today's speaker, Communist 
party secretary Mikhail Gimra- 
nin said in the Kremlin's Palace 
of Congresses: 

“The known position of China 
... inflicts direct damage to the 
anti-imperialist struggle and the 
cause of peace.

Marchais, Businessmen Agree to Disagree 


By James Goldsborough 

PARIS, April 22 (fHT).—The 
French Communist party met the 
French business community for 
the first time yesterday and when 
the day was over the two sides 
were farther apart than ever. 

~I am not here to please you 
but to inform you.” party leader 
Georges Marckals told about 400 
businessmen and industrialists af 
the Patronat. The last time he 
had met with business executives, 
he told them. was years before, 
as a young union delegate nego- 
tiating for his metalworkers’ 
union. 

The meeting underscored the 
feeling in the business commu- 
nity here that the left may be on 
the verge of power in France and 
the two sides had better get to 
know each other. It was arrang- 
ed by lExpansion, the business 
magazine, which just a few weeks 
ago had invited Socialist leader 
Francois Mitterrand. 

The Mitterrand meeting had 
been judged something of a suc- 
cess. Yesterday, Mr. Marchais 
was interrupted numerous times 
by groans, shouts, protests and 
expletives as be attempted to ex- 
plain the Jeft’s economic plans if 
it wins the elections next March. 

Only this week the Commu-~ 
nists proposed to their Socialist 
partners the addition of four new 
business groups to the nine al- 
ready scheduled for nationatiza- 
tion, The four are the two big~ 
gest French steel concerns, Usi- 
nor and Sacilor, and Peugeot- 
Citroen. the automobile company, 
and CFP, the nation's largest oil 
combine. already partly state- 
owned. 

This month the Communists 
and Socialists began negotiatious 
with a view to updating the 1972 
Common Program before the eler- 
tions. So far, the Socialists have 
refused to add to the list of com- 
panies to be taken over, The tro 
Sides also must resolve their dif- 
ferences over indemnification. 
The Communists favor bonds and 
the Soclalists nonvoting stock. 

The highlight of yesterday's 
meeting was an exchange be- 
tween Mr, Marchais and Antoine 
Riboud, head of BSN-Gervais- 
Danone, France's biggest food- 
products company. Mr. Riboud, 
who ts as outspoken as Mr. Mar- 
chais, asked for particulars con- 
eerning salaries, inflation and the 
balance of payments if the ielt 
came to power. 

Mr. Marchais attributed the 
Prench balance-of-payinents def- 
τοῖς in turn to the United Staies, 
‘West Germany, weste, low pro- 
ductivity, the “big monopolies” 
and tow tariffs. He said a govern- 
ment of the left would favor pro- 
tecttonism. 

He sald that inflation would be 
held to under 10 per cent through 
8 price freeze. Salaries, he said, 
would not be frozen. but redis- 
tributed, with the difference be- 
tween the highest and lowest 
salaries reduced to a ratio of 
1-5, mstead of the present 1-100.

Schlesinger’s Zeal, Fervor 
Make Him a Carter Favorite 


By James M. Naughton 


WASHINGTON, April 22 (NYT). 
Richard Nixon once told an 
aide, “Never bring that zuy in 
here again.” and Gerald Ford 
dismissed him from the Cabinet. 
But James Schlesinger has a key 
Tole in President Carter's admin- 
istration because of the same 
characteristics of intellectual zeal 
and moral fervor that bothered 
the two Republican presidents so 
much. 

The controversial energy policy 
that Mr, Carter outlined Wetnes- 
day night on Capitol Hil) and 
adviser, will try to justify there, 
was a product of a recent but 
close bond between “Jimmy and 
Jim,” as the two are being called 
in the White House. 

The relasionship between the 
new Democrat in town and a 
lingering Republican is curious, 
yet central to the scope and char- 
acter of an energy program in- 
tended to alter patierns of na- 
tional life. Mr. Carter and Mr. 
Schlesinger share a belief that 
fossil fuels are running out but 
that there is a moral opportunity 
rather than an apocalyptie threat 
in the energy crisis. 

“They see it,” a White House 
official] said, “as an opportunity 
to really kind of revive a lot of 
the old values of this country 
that have been lost—things like 
ingenuity and imagination.” 

Righteous Pragmatism 

The bond is built on righteous 
pragmatism, best reflected in the 
President's exhortation to Amer- 
icans to confront the energy issue 
as “the moral equivalent of war.” 
The phrase was lifted from Wil- 
liam James, the turn-of-the-cen- 
tury pragmatist, and fed to the 
appreciative President by the 
scholarly counselor. 

The two men also appear to be 
linked by an almost steely indif~ 
ference to political consequences 
of the White House proposal that 
reflects what an official] called 
“fearlessness about obstacles.” 

At 48, Mr. Schlesinger is on his 
fourth major assignment for his 
third president. But it is the 
first in which his self-assurance 
and dogmatic viewpoints are re- 
spected fully in the Oval Office.

Although Mr. Mixon directed 
the budget director to keep Mr. 
Schlesinger hidden away, he re- 
lented a year later and appointed 
the New York City native chair- 
man of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mittee. At his first meeting with 
utility executives, Mr. Schlesinger 
declared: “Gentlemen, I am not 
here to protect your triple-A bond 
ratings.” 

Mr. Schlesinger was as direct 
as director of the Central Intel- 
lisence Agency and as secretary 
of defense. He dismissed one old 
hand at the CIA with the ex- 
planation. “He lied to me.” 

Mr. Ford fired Mx. Schle- 
singer from the Pentagon post 
in 1974, reportedly after tiring of 
what he considered a pedantic 
attitude.

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U.S. Planning 
To Aid Zaire 
With Tanks 


Troop Carriers Also 
Covered in Request

WASHINGTON, April 22 (WP). 
—A Senate subcommittee dis- 
covered yesterday that the United 
States intends to supply Zaire 
with 10 M-60 tanks and armored 
personnel carriers. 

Lucy Benson, assistant secretary 
of state for security assistance, 
confirmed ihat the administration 
has asked Congress for $30 millon 
next year to begin payments on 
the equipment for the army of 
Zaire’s President Mobutu Sese 
Seko. 

In addition. the Defense De- 
partment has asked for $2.5 mil- 
lion in training funds, because 
there is apparently no one in the 
Zairian Ammy who knows how to 
operate or maintain the M-c0 
tanks destined for delivery. 

So far, the United States has 
provided about $13 million in what 
the administration has described 
as “nonlethal” aid, paid from 
funds already appropriated by 
Congress for the current fiscal 
year. Zaire has asked for emer- 
gency military aid but Mr. Carter 
has repeatedly sajd that he seeks 
instead to promote mediation to 
reduee the combat. 

[Reuters reported that Mr. Car- 
ter seid today he had made no 
decision on supplying tanks to 
Zaire and it was highly unlikely 
that he would agree to such aid.] 

The new proposal, which was 
disclosed under questioning at the 
end of a hearing before the Sen- 
ate Foreign Assistance Subcom- 
mittee, was immediately chal- 
lenged by Sen. Dick Clarh, 
D-Iowa, the only subcommittee 
member who had stayed long 
enough to hear it. 

Political Question 

Sen. Clark was disturbed on 
practical grounds—"T don't think 
they could use the tanks if they 
had them,” he said—but also on 
poliey issues. 

“Zaire is a military dictator- 
ship,” Sen. Clark said, “They 
have openly violated some basic 
human rights. The government, 
to put it mildly. is rather corrupt. 
So why are we providing them 
with arms?” 

Mrs, Benson replied that there 
is “no clear-cut answer” to that 
question, But she said that Mr. 
Mobutu's disrespect for human 
rights is “not pervasive—it’s an 
on-again, off-again thing.” 

Air Force Gen. Howard Fish, 
director of the Pentagon's Mill- 
tary Assistance Office, said after 
the Senate hearing that proposals 
for tanks to Zaire are 
“very tentative—just speculative.” 

But Senate sources said the 
administration had delivered to 
the Foreign Relations Committee 
an itemized list showing ship- 
ments of 10 tanks and 10 per- 
sonnel carriers to Mr, Mobutu 
over a three to four-year period.

A Safety Net for 


Now that the United States is getting a 
domestic energy policy, it must deal with the 
dangerous strains in the international mon- 
etary system created by the fivefold increase 
in oil prices since 1973. The increase helped 
to propel the world into its worst economic 
crisis in 40 years and is hampering recovery, 

Over the last three years, the 13 oll-export- 
ing nations of OPEC have accumulated pay- 
ments surpluses of $150 billion while the 
rest of the world acquired 8 $150-billion debt. 
The interest on that debt alone is as much 
as the ofl importers were paying for oil 
before 1970. And the debt keeps mounting. 
At the moment, the OPEC nations are tak- 
ing in about $45 billion more a year than 
they can spend on imports. Moreover, sur- 
pluses of $10 to $15 billion are also being 
run up by ἃ few prosperous industrial na- 
tions—West Germany, Japan, Switzerland 
and the Netherlands. Thus the rest of the 
world must borrow $55 ta $60 billion to cover 
trade and payments deficits in 1977 alone. 
That kind of money is hard to find. 

Oddly, the poorer countries—as ἃ group— 
are in less immediate trowble than the ad- 
vanced. High commodity prices and foreign 
investments made it possible for the devel- 
oping nations to borrow more than they 
needed last year, and they began the search 
for $20 billion in loans this year with re- 
serves of $10 billion. 


* * * 


But the industrial nations need to find 
$35 billion in 1977. Britain and Italy ran 
out of private credit last year. France, 
Portugal, Spain, Greece and Turkey are 
heading into trouble now, with Belgium. 
Denmark and Finland not far behind. 
France, practicing austerity. is still able to 
porrow privately. But efforts to stimulate 
the economy before next year's critical elec- 
tion will undoubtedly lift its import bill. 
Loans from the International Monetary 
Fund and other industrial countries have 
given Britain and Italy a temporary cushion 
in exchange for a tightening of belts. But 
deflation and the highest unemployment 
since the Great Depression have brought 
dangerous Communist gains in Italy, France 
and southern Europe and political instability 
in Britain, Belgium. Denmark and even West 
Germany. Recovery efforts cannot be for- 
ever delayed. When they come, trade def- 
jelts and debt will soar before exports re- 
cover to pay the bill.

Tumbling Allies 


Thus far, OPEC's doliar surpluses have 
been deposited in the stronger countries 
and recycled to the debtor nations. mainly 
through private bank loans. But now the 
banks are becoming overextended, and more 
hands are reaching out to the International 
Monetary Fund. which is having trouble 
raising the $10 to $15 billion it needs almost 
at once. Most industrial nations would like 
the fund to take the lead in helping the 
Poorer countries, but they are rightly wor- 
ried by American proposals that the fund 
also take major responsibility for lending 
to the industrial democracies. The OPEC 
nations and other Third World countries 
wield increasing influence over the fund's 
policies. 

What is urgently needed, therefore, is a 
new institution that could be a lender of 
last resort for the industrial nations but 
independent of political control by others. A 
charter for such a credit union. town as 
the $25-billion “safety net” fund, was pro- 
posed by former Secretary of State Kissinger 
and approved by almost all of the non-Com- 
munist industrial nations, It needs congres- 
sional approval to come into being. 


* * OK 


The idea would be to take advantage of 
the fact that the OPEC countries must 
deposit their surpluses somewhere in the in- 
dustrial world. At present, however, they 
are able to cause havoc by shifting these 
deposits from one country to another. The 
“safety net” arrangement would in effect 
enabie the industrial democracies to pool 
these deposits up to a Hmit of $25 billion 
for lending among themselves under rigor- 
ous conditions set by their own Yrepresen- 
tatives. The deposits would sit wherever 
OPEC countries placed them, but the loans 
would go where they are most needed, 
backed by the guarantees of the participat- 
ing nations. The United States would have 
to stand behind only 28 per cent of the paper 
thus issued; the other industrial nations 
have agreed to guarantee 72 per cent. 

The Ford administration failed to press 
the plan through Congress, but the Carter 
administration has kept it alive. Allied min- 
isters will undoubtedly urge prompt action 
during next week's meeting of the Inter- 
national Monetary Fund in Washington. 
They should be heeded.

The Senate voled 74 τὸ 20 
against a motion by two liberal 
Democratic senators. Edward 
Kennedy of Massachusetts and 
Dale Bumpers of Arkansas, to 
kill a provision for business ered- 
its im the tax bill that went 
τὸ the floor Tuesday. 


A final vote is not expected 
until next week. The Senate has 
already gone along with the Pres- 
ident's revised tactics by drop- 
ping the $50 rebate from its bill. 
The President had requested that 
the business credits be dropped 
as well out of respect for balance 
and fairness. 

The vote showed that the ad- 
ministration did not have the 
Strength ta knock out the busi- 
ness package. The Eumpers- 
Kennedy motion was beaten down 
by an alhance of Republicans, 
conservative Democrats and some 
Uberals, many of whom favor the 
jobs tax credit. 

Emplorment Credit 

The House has already approv- 
ed a tax bill with one form of 
business credit. a “jobs tax credit” 
in which business would get a 
tax incentive for employing new 
workers.

THE ART MARKET 


Reality Behind Islamic Auctions 


By Souren Melikian 
pars {IHT)—The round of 

Islamic art auctions starting 
in Paris Tuesday and in London 
on May 2—vwhich follow Spink's 
exhibition which opened on Wed- 
nesday—may give an impression 
of 2 lot of activity. Reality, how- 
ever, is different. 

The market has 8 narrow basis. 
There are few true collectors of 
objects such as metalwork cr 
pottery. This market is difficult 
and dangerous for anyone whe 
has uot the required background. 
It is chi¢fir dependent on a 
handful of dealers or investors 
who often resell to one another. 

The situation is healthier with 
regard to manuscripts, which 
have always been sought after 
by a few high-powered collectors 
and institutions, but the market 
is nonetheless slim. 

Auctioneers compete for mar- 
kets as much if not more than 
for goods to sell. Three years 
ago, the prime target was Iran, 
with Prench and English auc- 
tioneers going out East, Com- 
petition there has greatly 
Giminished. Those few collectors 
of long standing. such as Mrs. 
Ezzat Sudavar, who keeps up a 
family tradition of collecting 
menuscripts. pay nO attention to 
outside efforts. They know what 
they want and where to get it. 

High Prices 

The newly affluent Iranian 
middie class, interested chiefly in 
gaudy papier mach and enamels 
of the 19th century. have found 
thes have been paying outra- 
geous prices by European stau- 
dards for objects that are un- 
salable in the West. 

Worse, the Bureau of the 
Queen is reported to have tem- 
porarily stopped ancient-art buys 
following dissatis{ying transac- 
‘tions, 

Last April, after paintings of 
uncertain provenance—more 
probably Georgian than Iranian 
—were bought in London at 
enormously inflated prices in- 
stead of the superb miniatures 
that could have been acquired 
at the same gallery, feeling ran 
high. In October, an official 
was sacked. Iran has now become 
infinitely more reticent. 

Tt is probably no coincidence 
that the Iran office. set up by 
Sotheby's in Tehran in April, 
1974, with some fanfare, was 
quietly closed down: last No- 
vember. Competition is now 
shifting to Saudi Arabia and the 
Gulf—virgin lands with empty 
new muscums. 

Here Sotheby's has made a 
major score by tinding a person 
at home in Western-style business 
and the traditional Arab milieu. 
When Peregrine Pollen. acting 
vice-chairman of Sotheby Parke 
Bernet suggested to Anisa Helou 
that she should join Sotheby's, 
she was 53. Like other young 
women from the Lebanese upper 
class she had a bilingual educa- 
tion in French and Arabic—but 
also speaks English. Rarer still, 
her main interests were antiques 
and objets dart.

Consultancy is 
just as important. 


Considering the traps tha 
avait those who venture ints the 
Islamic art market—huge price 
discrepancies not founded 11 
factual observations regarding 
rarity. quality. ete, but depend- 
ing on the place and time of 
the transaction: prevalent lack of 
expertise resulting in frequent 
uiiscetaloguing at auctions and 
in the dealing world. etc.—Miss 
Helou has a point. She also hes 
ideas concerning museology. 


Setting up properly designed 
museums adjusted to the toca! 
forms oi Arab culturc and the 
acquisitions lixely to be mace 
and devising a buying policy 
raise problems. Again. they re- 
quire familiarity with art as 
such, the market in particular 
and local conditions. all of which 
are seldom available [rom the 
uSual advisory organizations. 
Here, too, Sothebs’s, in her view. 
could play 8 role. limagination 
and vision are as useful in the 
ast market as in other walks of 
life.

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A LITERATURE OF THEIR OFN 


British Women Novelists from Bronté to Lessing 
By Elaine Skowatter. Princeton. 378 pp. $17.50.

the talk comes around 
to “women writers”"—the 
group portrait—-I am on my 
guard. Thoush the intent these 
days is praise, I recoil at a 
collective image in which faces 
are blurred and the individual 
talent is merged, into one big 
blob of female creativity. I have 
read and profited from the 
writings of Carolyn Heilbrun, 
Patricla Meyer Spacks. Ellen 
Moers and others, but however 
strong their case for a polarity 
of the sexes in literature, T al- 
Ways end up more impressed by 
a polarity of styles separating 
one gronp of women writers 
from another—the Literary dis- 
tance one must travel. for 
instance. between Charlotte 
Bronté and Virginia Woolf. 


Toward the end of her 
generally admirable, ciear-eyed 
study of British women novelists, 
Elaine Showalter, after showing 
the progress women writers have 
made from “feminine” fiction, to 
“feminist” to “female.” falters 
before the ambiguous figure of 
Virginia Woolf. In the light of 
Miss Woolf's celebrated “an- 
drogynous vision,” the male- 
female synthesis, how to ex- 
plain her strategy of “retreat” in 
“& Room of One's Orn"? Dis- 
counting the thrust of the 
Woolfian aesthetics—which 
equates Uberation with art—Mrs. 
Showalter is pressed into rede- 
fining androgyny as “fear of 
self-confrontation” and trans- 
forming Miss Woolf's manifesto 
into “a symbol of psychic with- 
drawal.” The feminist perspec- 
tive has a way of playing havoc 
with the literary dimension. Yet 
this sociologically oriented book 
succeeds as no strictly literary 
study IT Enow in showings how 
the growth of female conscious- 
ness helped shape the course of 
the novel. 


When in the 13:05 the novel 
became a dominant form. there 
were enoush talented women 
writers in England to keep ap 
avid readership in socod supply. 
A hardy bunch, those “lady 
novelists"—they wrote in the 
face of family disapproval. social 
antipathy, critical prejudice and 
their own feellnes of gwit for 
being wrilers. Their greatest 
handicaps were an iradequate 
education and cramping life 
styles as dutiful daughters, wives 
and mothers. Jane Austen in 
her day had transcended all 
that with her genius. But the 
generation that foliowed ber in 
Vietonan Encland—2Mrs. Gaskell, 
Mrs. Oliphant. the Brortés, Har- 
riet Martineau and George Eliot 
—suffered a more complex rela- 
tionship with their society. 
Thouch more erlchiencd and 
self-aware. they remained bound 
to ἃ stereotype self-image and 
certain fixed forms of tehatior. 
The “feminine novel” often 
written under a malx pseudonyon 
was their compromise. 


With «full respect for their 
Kterary accomplishments. ‘Mrs. 


Showalter expores both their 
deliberate and unconscious Vic- 


torianism. Victorian women suf~ 
fered when they asserted them- 
selves—their move toward in~ 
dependence, however, does not end 
in total tragedy. Both Char- 
lotte Bronté and George Eliot, 
Mrs. Showalter demonstrates, 
pushed the novel forward by 
extending its area of interest to 
include the life of the emotions, 
of the intense passions. 


From the intense passions, 
Women novelists moved easily on 
to the destructive passions, Mrs. 
Showalter is far from apologetic 
about the so-called “sensation- 
alists” who giutted the market— 
from 1860 to 1880—with svbver- 
sions of the “feminine novel.” 
She revels in their “mercantile 
sense,” their abundance and their 
covert protest. The lurid three- 
deckers that Mary Braddon, Mrs. 
Henry Wood and others wrote 
about women who deserted their 
children, poisoned their husbands 
and ran off with their lovers 
made mincemeat of Victorian 
“renunciation.” 

But popular novelists never 
confront their true feelings. It 
remained for the “feminist 
novelists” at the end of the 
century to take up that crusade. 
Mrs. Showalter is especially 
perceptive in drawing out the 
anguished ambivalence and self- 
deception of the feminist writers 
whose works remain strangely 
unknown tous. She is so illu- 
minating on writers like Olive 
Schremer and “George Egerton” 
that one regrets she does not 
compare them to Lawrence or 
Shaw, who might have learned 
from them about sexual roles. 


Mrs. Showalter’s most provoc- 
ative chapters are on the 
“female aesthetic” phase, when 
self-hatred takes on the guise 
of self-searching. In 1915, 
Dorothy Richardson, in a monu- 
mental but little read novel, 
“Pilorimage,” introduced the “in- 
terior monologue” to establish her 
notion that women had a dif- 
ferent, more subjective, way of 
apprehending reality. Her ex- 
periment laid the foundation for 
the modern novel. Mrs. Showalter 
is the Tirst critic I know to seize 
on the negative psychological ef- 
fect of this inward-turning on 
women ‘Writers and readers. In 
cogently argued chapters, she 
makes a case for the novel of 
sensibility 25 = form of female 
regression. In her support, though. 
she faiis to mention it, is the 
fact that the modern novel, like 
modern art, moved into a phase 
of “dehumanization” But 4 
counter-argument could be made 
on her own terms, In turning to 
the aesthetic approach, weren't 
women seeking another form of 
equality with men? in Miss 
Woolfs search for 8. reality 
outside of time. as in Doris Les- 
sing's groping for 2 collective 
conseigusness that could contain 
botii sexes. wasn’ there a chal- 
lenge for women to climb the 
abstract. metaphysical heights?

ARIS (tIHT).—Araldo Cossutla is a 

Yugoslay-born New York architect who 
studied in Paris and at Harvard with 
Gropius. While he was a partner of IM, 
Pei, he designed, among other things, a 
Christian Science center in Boston and the 
$60-million L’Enfant shopping center in 
Washington. Associated since 1973 with city 
Planner Vincent Ponte, he built the Hilton 
in Denver. a New Jersey town center, 
Detroit's Cadiliac center, as well as projects 
in Dallas, Montreal, Melbourne. Hawaii, 
Brussels and Lyons, where his $36-million 
Crédit Lyonnais tower will open next 
month, 

Its been a distinguished career. Like 
anyone. Mr. Cossutta takes his busman’s 
holidays but they are not spent in build- 
ing a better sandcastle, Right now. for 
example, he is finishing up the new Andy 
Warhol restaurant which wil open this 
fall in a disused grocery store just down 
the street from the Whiter Museum in 
New York 

“It's based on frozen food technology, 
which sounds awful, like airline food, but 
isn’t,” says Mr, Cossutta, a tall, droll man 
wito a round, bright face and 2 droopy 
gray moustache, He got into the project 
when he went to a New York party, dined 
sumptuously, and was told everything he 
had eaten was fresh from the freezer. 

Andy-Mat, as the restaurant is called, 
is intended to fill the gap left by such 
defunct chains as Schraffts: “To recapture,” 
in the words of the group’s president, John. 
Leeds, “the gracious format of a varied 
menu served in comfortable surroundings.” 

The food, however, will not be Schraffts- 
like creamed chicken, shotgun-pellet peas 
and hot fudge sundaes. “Maxime de la 
Falaise composed a wonderful menu and 
the experts said it could be done,” Mr. 
Cossutta says. The food will be produced 
from what is called an inventory of 75 
dishes by one of the top institutional food 
distributors in the United States. 


The dishes range from cold Senegalese 
Soup to Scrambled Orange and Apple Pie, 
with Calabrian Lasagna, Striped Bass, and 
fish cakes in between. “Also added to the 
menu—Andy's idea—are fried mushrooms 

.and milk on the rocks,” Mr. Cossutta says. 

Andy-Mats are in an easy-to-reproduce 
modular design and the hope is thai they 
will burgeon like Burger Kings across the 
Nation. There is lots of thick tubing and 
lacquer, Mr. Cossutta says, and the color 
is Rofils-Royce beige, “Maybe it looks like 
@ spaceship, but one with lots of velvet.” 

“You order on @ pad designed by Andy, 
then you put the order in a pneumatic 
tube that takes it into the Kitchen, where, 
of course, you don't have a chef but scme- 
one called a dispatcher, He makes sure 
that the frozen food gets put in the right 
sort of oven. The point is the stuff is 
very good if it's in the right oven at the 
right temperature.” 

Some of the 115 custcemers will sit in an 
elevated glass-enclosed sidewalk café so 
passersby can’t look in their soup Sene- 
galese. For those who don’t care for milk 
on the rocks, there is a champagne bar. 
Above each table is a cigarette-smoke 
extractor and buttons to order the check 
or to turn on the light in order to read 
the copy of Andy Warhol's “Interview” 
which will be at each table. The ban- 
quettes are rail-mounted and tables slide 
out at fingertip control. “In France there 
are wonderful banquettes, but you have 
to pull the tables out, and in America 
pecple don’t like to sit too close together,” 
Mr. Cossutte says. 

Mr. Cossutta learned about French 
banquettes at a Beaux Arts studio che 


also worked with Le Corbusier on the Rue. 


de Sévres). A specialist in round towers 
—even his house on Martha's Vineyard 
has them, shingle-clad—he does not much 
like the jumble of towers at La Défense, 
just outside Paris, “They wanted to create

The problem with French architecture, 
Mr. Cossutta says, bas nothing to do with 
the architects, He blames low standards

“In America, the architec’ designs very - 


precisely with his engineer, then tums the 
plan over to the contractor. If the build- 
ing leaks and the contractor worked to 
plan, it’s not his fault. The responsibility 
of architect and contractor is separate. 
“In France, there's an old law that makes 
the architect and contractor jointly re- 
sponsible. The result of this is that it 
does not encourage the architect. The 


“contractor can refuse details, can say I 


will not take the responsibility for this. 
So the French architect just makes an cut- 
line of ἃ skeleton and detail-is elaborated 


by the contractor. There is no induce- 


ment for the architect to do it. The archi- 
tect and engineer lean on the contractor 
and the contractor leans on the architect, 
and theyre all tco scared to do anything, 
In Lyons, in order to build as we do in 
America, we had to be there and urge all 
the time.” 

Mr. Cossutta’s Crédit Lyonnais tower in

of Lyons is 42 stories tall, with the base- 
ment on the 29th floor and the top 10 
floors occupied by a 245-room hotel which 


is clustered around an atrium and covered |
